Jnternational Questions Discussed — The 
Fisheries Trouble. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—The cabinet met at 
11 o'clock, ae with the plan for the 
summer months, remained in session over 
three hours. The meeting was devoted almost 
entirely to the consideration of international 
questions, the most ut relating to the 
Canadian fisheries, the policy of Great Britain 
in regard to the isiand of Havti, and the seal 
lisheries of Alutka. In regard to the lisheries 
q Gestion, it is nndersteod that iaformation has 
been received to the effect that Enogland 
tustaips the position taken by Canada, aud is 
‘i DO wise disposed to make the concession 
reque: ted by this government. This question 
wes considered by the cabinet with a view to 
the se visability of suitable action by the presi- 
cer’ under the provisions of the retaliatory act 

‘ne alieged demaud of Great Britain for the 
possss=iow of Tortugas islands or payment by 
the Jiaytian government of $1,000,000 in set- 
t.cmieut of eid claims, was considered at some 
length, The United States have groat interests 
in Hsyti, commercial and otherwise, and are 
deeply concerned in its welfare and prosperity. 
Correspondence wiijl be opened with England 
on this subject. 

Alaska seal fisherics were “discussed with a 
view to tbeir better protection from foreigners. 
li is represented that interests are now threat- 
ened by wauton and wholesale slaughter of 
scalscn theopenccean. Itseems that dar- 
ing the day female seals leave their young on 
the shores of islands in charge of the males, 
while they go miles away in search of food, 
vith which they yeturn at night. Recently 
the practice has sprung up of catching the fe- 
miale seals while they are. in search of food. 
Their young perished, asa matter of course, 
anc the perpetuation of the animals is endan- 
gered. ‘Lhe difficulty of controlling this mat- 
ter arices from the alleged waut of jarisdiction 
of the government over those waters beyond 
the three miles limit. The qnestion will 
be again considered at a future meeting. 


MARINE DISASTERS. 


Wreck ofthe Bark Fidorado—Seversl Ltves

gale. The schooner Fauny Dutard, which has 
just arrived, reseued two of her seamen; also 
ihe bodies of two others, which she brought 
here. ‘ne sshooner found the men lashed to 
the roof of the after house. Captain Humph- 
rey Ss was Lilled by a heavy sea washing him 
agniust the house just before the bark went 
sown. All hands on board the bark, except 
the two sailors, who were saved by the Fanay 
Dutard, were no doubt lost. 

ibe echooner Champion, belonging to the 
Newh Bay lodians, has been wrecked east of 
Ncitont, and one of the crew was drowned. 

The bark St. Vincent is reported to have 
foundercd ou'side of the entrance to the straits 
of Fucca. 

_ Sr. Jouns, N. F., April 7.—The barkentine 
suran, from ihis pert for Barbados, struck an 
iceberg off Cape Booyle recently, aad sank half 
an hour later.

A Young Ledy,the Night Before Ber Wedding Day, 
Shot by the Accidental Discharge of Her Afii- 
anceda’s Pistol—She Dies in the Arms of 
Her Lover — Crazed with Griet. 


SHELBYVILLE, Tenn., April 7.—[Special.] — 
One of the saddest accidents occurred last night 
that has ever taken place im town. Mr, Allie 
H. Ruth and Miss Carrie Sharp were to be mar- 
ried tomcrrow morning at 8 o’clock, all the 
preparations for the happy event having been 
made. Mr. Ruth called last night to spend a 
few hours with Miss Sharp. 

He was getting ready to leave for home, 
and had put on his overcoat and muffler, and 
laid a revolver that he had brought with him 
onatable. She told. him to put it into his 
pockct, as she was afraid of it, and handed it 
to him, when the trigger caught somehow in 
her wrap and exploded the charge, the bullet 
entering her heart, killing her almost in- 
stantly. 

She made an effort to call her lover’s name, 
but fell in his arms and expired. Miss 
Sharp was one of the acknowledged 
belles of ShelbyVille society, and was 
universally admired fur her many graces. Mr. 
Ruth is a con of Mayor W. Ruth, and is one of 
the most promising young business men of the 
town. No one, a few short hours ago, had a 
brighter future in front of them than he and 
bis beautiful bride-elect. Now the one is in 
eternity and the other crazed with grief at 
the horrible accident. 

There would seem to be great blame attach- 
ed to Mr. Rath for carrying a pistol, but the 
explanation is that the neighborhood had been 
excited by rumors of a mad dog in the vicinity, 
and only a few nights before he had narrowly 
escaped a bite from a dog, and he had carried 
the pistol to protect himself from possible dan- 
ger. Both families are deeply grieved atthe 
sed occurrence and they have the entire sym- 
_ of the community in this terrible mis- 
ortune,

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| THE LATEST RETURNS. 


Defeat of the Prohibition Amendment in 
—Elections Elsewhere, 

Detnoirt, April 7—Complete returns have 
not been received from Monday’s election. Al 
later reports continue to cut down the majority 
against the prohibition amendment until, at 
1:30 o’elock today, the Evening Journal showed 
the amendment to be defeated by only 1937 


votes. The official count may be necessary to 


settle it. 

The exact figures on the prohibition amend- 
ment are still unknown. Slowly the majority 
against the amendment has béen cat down, but 
it is thought unlikely that it will go much 
further. All published reports vary more or 
less, ranging from 1,550 to about 6,000. 

‘The Evening Journal today gave the former 
figure, and says the prospect of its passage is 
now extremely favorable, if not probable. 

The Free Press has figures giving an anti- 
prohibition mejority of about twice that of the 
Journal, and expresses the opinion that it will 
remain thereabouts. 

About a thonsand votes higher. or in the 
neighborhood of 4,000, is where the Tribane 
places it, 

From several counties reports are conflicting, 
in seme cases varying 500 to 600 votes, 
and official returns will be needed 
to settle which is correct. The prohibitionists 
do not yet concede their defeat. As before 
stated im these dispatches, an important factor 
in the prohibition campaign was the temper- 

ance element that doubtedSthe effectiveness of 
that measure. There is little doubt that the 
amendment was defeated by temperance 
voters. 


RHODE ISLAND’S RETURNS. 


The Democrats Win the Day--The Woman 
Suffrage Amendment Defeated. 

_ PROVIDENCE, R.1., April 7.—-The vote for 
lieutepant-governor, of Rhode Island, at the 
election held yesterday,was as follows: Homey, 
democrat, 17,285; Darling, republican, 15,915;

_ The Jast returns was not in until after day- 
light this morning. The result of the contest 
may now be summarized as follows: Joha W. 
Davis, democrat, is elected governor by 973 
mejority. There is no election for lieutenant- 
governor or secretary of state. Zeeba O. Slo- 
cum, democrat, is elected attorney general by 
2518 mwtority. The majority sgainst the wo- 
men suifrage amendment is 15,125 in this city 
and the entire democratic assembly ticket is 
elected. The senate stands: Republican 19, 
democrats 12, and there was no election in 
five cases. The house will comprise 27 repub- 
licans and 33 democrats; with 12 districts yet 
to be heard from.

OF ARTS, MECHANICS AND TRADES 
OF THE COLORED P&BOPLE. 


Atlanta Will Make an Effort to Hevea It Located Here 
—A Prcject which Has the Hearty Assistance 
of Leading Colored Mes of the Coontry— 
Congress Asked for Appropriatios. 


An effort is bsing made to secure for Atlanta 
the National colored industrial exposition, 
which is to_be held during the fali and _wioter 
of 1868, #5 = Pt ase a 

Mr. Philip Joseph, of Mobile, director general 
of the proposed exposition, came to Atlanta 
yesterday for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether this city cared to make any effurt to 
have the exposition located here. The project 
met with general favor with ail who were 
approached upon the subject, and preiiminary 
steps looking toward that result were taken. 
~_“The = movement %for a national ex. 
position —' of ®{ the }* arts, “mechanics Sand 
trades of the colored:' men fthroughous 
the United States originated,” said Mr. Joseph 
to a CONSTITUTION “reporter, at a meeting of 
representative colored men held at Chicago 
during the winter of 1885. The object is to 


the cslored race by a display of works of art, 
live stock, field products, machinery, mann- 
factures, and all articles raised, fabricated, pro- 
duced or owned by the colored people of the 
United States. At the Chicago meoting there 
were present representative colored men from 
aimost all of the states, some of them the 
most’ prominent i colored men in the 
country.¥ Among those prominently interested 
lu Lis movement may be mentioned: Bishop 
Turner, Hon. Madison Davis, Hon. James 
Rive, W. A. Pledger, W. J. White, R. BR. Wright, 
J. . Deveaux, P. O. Holt, Major R. J. Henry 
and J. F. Long, of Georgia; ex-Governor An- 
toine D. L. Lamaniere, of Louisiana; Felix 
Audry, Rev. W. G. Strong, Professor W. H.

Last winter we had a 
bill appropriatin $600,000 for the purpose in- 
troduced in the senate by - Sen- 
ator Blair, of New Hampshire, 
and in the house by Hon. W. D. Kelley, of 
Pennsylvania. Owing tothe shortness of the 
session and the fact that we were rather late 
in getting on the ground, the bill did not come 
upfor passage.

“\Wweo we oe nicely treated, indeed, and 
were given every encouragement. 
At first it was urged by some

relied thatidea. I was the Alabama, com- 
missionerin the colored department of the 
New Orleans exposition, and was able to give 
the gentlemen at Washington some facts and 
fignres which opened their’eyes. Oa but sixty 
dsys notice, and without any fuuds what- 
ever, the colored exhibits coversd 80,000 aquare 
feet of space. Everybody agreed that it was a 
creditable display. The colored people 
of the different states sent speci- 
mens of art work, manu- 
factures and other products which reilected 
credit upon the contributors. With some 
financial aid, and with proper accommodations, 
we can get up an exposition which will sur- 
prise the people.” 

“What has been done in the matter of loca- 
tion?”’ 

‘We had at first determined to hold the ex- 
potition in Chicago, but that project was aban- 
doned because Chicago is too far from the cen- 
ter of colored population, and the winters are 
tco severe. The location will be determined at 
the meeting of the association on May 2d. By 
arecolnution passed at the last meeting, bids 
will be received from those-cities which want 
the exposition, these bidsto be opened on the 
second of May. Already proposals have been 
received from Montgomery, Birmingham, Mo- 
bile, Selma and Nashville. I think from what 

{ have found today that Atlanta will also put 
in a bid. As the exposition will last four 
months, it will be well worth securing.” ‘

The young man looked up again, and, re- 
moving his hat, said: 

‘Take off your cap, Jambo?” 

Hunter paid no attention to the man’s re- 
mark, but appeared lost in what was going on. 
ibe young man felt that Hunter had no more 
right to wear a cap than he bad to wear a hat, 
aud repeated his request. Hunter appoared to 
be deaf, but the young man was as determined 
in his desire to see Hunter bareheaded as 
Hunter had been a short time before to see his 
head uncovered, He leaned toward Hunter, 
saying:

It may be said that the democratic victory 
in Rhode Island was accomplished by means 
ofarepublican bolt, This is true, but it 
must be remembered that republicans left 
their party orgacization in that state be- 
cause it had become notoriously corrupt, 
and it is a reascnable supposition that they 
will sustain the democratic administration 
#8 long as it shall remain honest and capa- 
ble. 

The outlook for the democrats in New 
Engisnd is cheering. At the last congress- 
ional election, while they lost in the south 
and west, they gained’ two congressmen in 
Massachusetts, one in New Hampshire, one 
in Connecticnt and one in Rhode Island, 
though he wes forced to contest his seat to 
overcome the republican fraud by which his 
certificate had been denied him.

I belicvein the people, I 
believe in the settlers on the new lands of the 
far west, aud I believe that corporations w#hich 
become too grasping should be restrained, When 
areal setticr--I don't mean a mere iand specula- 
tor, buta farmer who builds his little house and 
sets about the improvement of the acres on which 
he has setiled—when such a man has Jegally taken 
‘possession of his l6) acres he ought to feel that 
the government is behind him, and that if his 
rights are ever invaded the government will stand 
by him and see that noinjustice is done. He has 
& righto feel that way, and, so tar as this admin- 
istration is concerned, it is clearly and without 
reservation of any kind the friend of the people. 
While, as a matter of course, the ,ad ministration 
will protect the lawful rights of a corporation as 
well as those of the people, still think it should 
be specially jealous of the rights of the farmers 
and the working classes. This is a government 
by the people and for the people, and the people 
ought to feel always that its full force will be ex- 
ercised to protect them from. any unlawful en- 
croechments. I willgo even further than that 
| and say thatif by any construction of the law a 
seeming injustice is done tothe humblest farmer 
in the furthest corner of the land then the law 
onght to be changed and chanired at ones. I am 
of the people, I believe in the people, and I stand 
by them and with them—first,. last and al! 
time,’’g 

This is why Mr. Cleveland’s administra- 
tion has been and will be satisfactory not 
only tothe @emocratic party but to the 
great mass of the people of the country.

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A COLORED FUNERAL. 


Gorgeous Affairs that are Patd for by the 
Assessment Plan. 
From Washington Letter. 

One of .the “sights’’ of Washington is 4 col- 
ored funeral—a “blackberry party’ as it has: been 
irreverently called. These affairs are often ona 
most gorgeous scale, and itis a mystery where the 
money comes from to pay for the elaborate cer- 
emonies at the ¢hurch, the costly coffin and fune- 
ral drapery, and the long procession of carriages. 
This mystery is explained by an insight into the 
organization of the numerous burial societies 
which flourish among the colored people. 

These socicties generally rejoice in a magnilo- 
quent title and a rainbow regalia beside which Jo- 
seph’s coat of many colors would be a dull «esthetic 
garment of neutral tints. I have made inquiries 
about one of these organizations, which are broth- 
erhoods or sisterhoods, or both, as the case may be, 
and I find some interesting features in its make-up. 
The idea is to guarantee a “good funeral’ to its 
members, There is an initiation fee of $1 and an- 
nual dues ofasmall amount. Then foreach death 
the members are assessed “fifty cents all around,”’ 
or £1.75 if they wish to ride in a hack to the grave. 

This is quite a tax on the poor servant girls and 
scamstrestes who make up the sisterhood, but it i: 
one that is willingly borne for the most part, as 
ezch metaber expects to die some time, and when 
that event ceeurs she wishes to be buried in style. 
Ifa colored woman becomes “‘offish’’ in this mat- 
ter, she becomes a target for the solicitations and 
social pressure of her circle of friends, She may 
urge that she has no money to spare, and that, for 
her part, she doesn’t much care what happens to 
her body after she is dead. In such a case the 
womanis labored with much in the strain in 
which Ko-Ko persuaded Nanki-Poo to undergo 
meriadom, le MOM E o) te DAE nM ott 
be the central personage ina great public ceremo- 
nial, which would! wind up with fireworks and 
other festivities.

PIGEON-ROOST MASSACRE. 


ee ee Es AND 
The Story of a Tragedy Enacted in Southera 
Indiana fn the Early Days. 
A. W. Tobias, in the Madison Courier. 
Pigeon-roost was the name of a smal! setilo- 
ment formed in 1809, and wasso called from the 
innumerable number of pigeons that roosted in 
that vicinity. It was sitnated five miles south of 
Scottsburg, the present county seat of Scott, and 
near a beautiful stream that bears the memora)'e 
pame until this day. At the time of the massacre 
most of the men were away from home. In the 
afternoon of September 8, 1512, Elias Payne anda 
Mr. Collings, while out bee-hunting one and one- 
balf miles from the present site of Vienna, were 
surprised and killed by a party of Shawnee war- 
riors. ScalpingStheir victims, they hastened to 
ward the settlement, which they reached about 
sundown. In one short. hour one man, hve 
women and sixteen children were struck dead by 
the ruthless tomabawk of the fiendish savages. 
Among the killed were Henry Collings and wife, 
Mrs. Payneand her eight children, Mrs, Collings 
and her seven children, Mrs. John Norris, her oniy 
child and aged mother-in-law—for the aged were 
spared no more than the infant. Mrs. Biggs conc2aled 
berself and children in a sinkhole, until the Ina- 
dians became busily engaged in burning and 
plundering, when she fied, and succeeded in reach- 
ing the residence of her brother. John Collings, 
gon of William E. Collings, had just caught a horse 
to go after the cows, when hesaw an Indian ap- 
proaching in a threatening attitude. He dropped 
the rein and fied, pursued by the savage, who was 
gaining on him, when he heard the report of his 
father’s rifie, and saw the savage fall with the 
blood streaming from his breast. He succeeded 
in reaching the huose in safe’y. There were in 
the house: William FE. Collings (whom the In- 
dians well knew, and from his unerring aim named 
Long Knife), histwo children, John .and Lydia, 
and Captain Norris, They kept the Indians back 
until about dark. They knew that as soon as it 
was dark enough for the Indians to approach the 
house without being seen they would set fire to it 
and burn them alive. They therefore derided to 
risk the peril of escape. Lydia went first, then her 
brother John, followed by Norris, and lastiy ‘Long 
Knife.”’ As the latter was passing the corn crib an 
Indian fired at him. He immediately raised his 
gun to return the fire, when he found that the ball 
fired by the savage had broken the lock of his gun. 
He halloaed to Norris to bring him the other gun 
but Norris was like the Inshman, ‘‘He had a brave 
heart but a cowardly pair of legs,”” and they car- 
ried him away, leavings Collings to fight the In- 
dians alone with te broken gin. 
When they crowded him too close ihe 
would raise his gun and pretend that he was goin: 
to fire, and thus frighten them back; forthey knew, 
from the many shooting matches in wich he came 
out second tonone, that it was folly to stand before 
hisaim. In this way he reached the corn field, 
under cover of which he escaped. After 'plunder- 
ing the houses the Indians set fire to them and 
most of the dead bodies being within the houses 
were thus consumed. However,Zsome ofthe chil- 
dren were pierced by sharp sticks and left sitting 
against trees. Their horrible deed accomplished 
the Indians started northward. A large force of 
Clark county militia weresoon gathered from the 
vicinity of Charlestown, which reached the scene 
of carnage, while the smoking remains of the cab- 
ing and charred bodies presented the most horrible 
spectacle they had ever witnessed, They imme- 
diately pursued! the savages to the Muscatatuck, 
which they found so much swollen that they could 
not effect a crossing, and were compelled to give 
up the pursuit. They then returned and buried 
the remains of the victims in two graves, about 
one hun cred yards eastof the J., M.andI. rail- 
road, and near what is since known as the Pigeon- 
roost or Sodon cemetery. At present there is noth- 
ing toshow where the graves are, except three or 
four rough stones and a large sassafras tree, which 
issaid to bave witnessed the event, but is now 
thought to be entirely dead.

Bo, 
with my gripsackin hand, which-I had carried 
around with me all day, I returned to my old 
quarters. Everybody nearly had retired, though 
the hall door, which was always kept open and 
the light left burning, favored me. I went direct- 
ly to my room and had the happiness to find it una- 
locked and the door ajar. The room, though a 
good one and well furnished, was always dark. 
Suflicient light, however, entered to show me the 
bed had not been made up.

Roney in- 
forms us that a number of negroes and even a 
few white people in the commnuaity have the 
itch, This disease is a terror to most people, 
and reasonably so. It can becured without 
much trouble, but if all the clothing and cov- 
ered furniture, etc., which was used by the 
one afflicted, is not burned when he is being 
doctored, the disease can be caught again from 
such sources. The itch is a disease caused by 
the bite of an insect, and can be spread only 
by contact with clothing or whatever has been 
used by one affected in that way.

OF HOW DETECTIVES SEARCHED

Moore is pow journey- 
ing on the shady side of life, and ia yet the 
came negro he was when aslave. His hair is 
gnite white from age, but his stepis firn. H's 
iace, though almost black, is pleasant, and his 
langnage remarkably good for a negro whose 
yontbfal days were spent in the cotton fields. 

“And you say that you did not give the de- 
tectives permiasion to search your house?’ 
asked a CONSTITUT'ON man. 

“No, sir, boss; I did not,” answered the old 
negro emphatically. » 

“But they say yon did.” 

“Ican’t help what they say, boss. The 
never asked permission and went throug 
my house just like I didn’t have any rights in 
this world. Why, I’s a law-abiding citizon, I 
is, and I pay taxes on property, I does.” 

“And you had them arrested bocause they 
searched your house without a warrant?” 

“Yes, sir, dat's it. And I was right, sure. 
Wonuldn’t you a done it? If they'd a searched 
your house without a warrant, wouldn’t you 
have had them arrested ?!’ 

“Well, I don’t know. I guess I would.” 

“Yes,dat you would, boss. Now, I’sane- 
gro, but I lives according to law and pays my 
taxes and keepsin my place and oughtn't I 
have the same protecticn you have?” 

“T reckon so.” 

“I knows I's a negro and I don’t try to put 
myself forward ’mong white people, but for all 
that I think Iought to be given my rights. 
You see when the detectives first came to my 
house they cameona run and ran againsta 
wire fence which knocked ‘em down, cause 
they didn’t see t he fence.” 

“Did the fall hurt them?” 

“T ’spect itdid, boss, ’cause they was awful 
mad when they got up, and swore when they 
gotin the house. Detective Bedford said they 
was looking for money. Bless your life, boss, 
money is been mighty scarce with this negro, 
andI told’em that they had come to the 
wrong place. Then Mr. Detective Reeves he 
had cone got behind the counter, and said he 
was hunting for liquor. I asked them if they 
had a warrant, and they said no, that Chief 
Connolly bad sent them to search the place. I

OVER A BOUNDARY LINE. 


Case to Which Two CGounties 
Are Parties. 


Two counties are parties to a suit now before 
the supreme court. 

In 1628, the legislature passed an act by 
which a portion of Habersham connty was 
added to Rabun county, and the boundaries 
between the two counties were set out. Some 
dispute arose as to where this boundary liae 
was, and in 1585 the grand jury of Habersham 
county recommended that the dividing line bs 
re-surveyed and definitely fixed. A certified 
copy of this recommendation was transmitted 
to the ordinary of Rabua county, bat he re- 
fused to issue an order tothe surveyor of his 
county to unite .with the surveyor of 
Habersham county until required to 
do so.)0Orsié#éyy mandamus from the 
court. The two surveyors were unable 
to agree upon a line, and the surveyorof Hall 
county was called in as an umpire. A line 
was then layed out, but was not satisfactory to 
tabun county, which through its attorneys 
filed a petition in the superior court of Haber- 
sham county, claiming that the line was im- 
properly laid out, and did not follow the boun- 
daries prescribed by the actof the legislature. 
Various other attacks were made upon the 
line and the modein which it was run. Tae 
county of Habersham answered, insisting that 
the line was properly located and that the 
court shov!d not interfere with it. "The jury 
found in favor of Habersham county. A new 
trial was refused and the case was taken, on 
exceptions, to the supreme court, 

The disputed territory is quite valuable, in- 
cluding a large portion of the Tallulah falls 
property, and it will take the court's finding 
to decide whether the summer excursionist 
will take his recreation in Rabun or MHaber- 
sham. roxy.
